While  T  was  fully  aware  in  a  general  way  of  the  great  service  you  had 
rendered  to  the  University,  what  you  had  done  was  never  told  rre  in  detail. 
’I  assured  the  Governors  again  ana  again  that  your  generous  action  a  year 
ago  had  trade  a  difficult  rosition  very  rruch  easier  of  solution,'  and  T 
shall  be  very  3lad  to  bring  the  natter  un  again  before  the  Board  at  ‘its 
next  ireetins,  which  howejer  will  not  be  until  Thursday  of  next  week. 

T  nay  say  that  there  was  no  thought  in  the  ninds  ot 
the  Governors  of  estiiiating  your  services  by  the  retiring  allowance  that 
they  granted.  The  Trinity  arrangenent  was  in  sone  way  a  conprtbirise 
on  the  part  ot  nen  who  had  been  deprived  of  opnortunity  of  service  to  the 
University  by  reason  of  wnat  was  done  at  tne  tine  of  tne  reorganisation  of 
the  Toronto  General  Boscital.  However;,  as  'T  say 'I  will  have  iruch 
pleasure  in  again  bringing  tne  natter  before  the  Board  of  Govemnors,  and 
I  will  let  you  know  as  soon  as  they  have  cone  to  what  ’T  hope  nay  be  a 
favourable  decision.

They  considered  at  length  the  Question  tut  felt 
that  tney  could  not  change  their  toriier  decision  witn  regard  to  a  retiring 
allowance.  Aith  regard  to  Trinity  the  nosition  that  they  took'  from'  the 
beginning  was  that  tnese  gentleiren  were  5iven  a  scecial  honorarium  for 
five  years  because  tne  chanses  in  tne  re-organisation  of  the  Hoscital  nad 
left  them'  without  a  oositiori,  and  the  Board  felt  that  the  agreennent  that  nat 
been  made  witn  Trinity  alrost  involved  tnat  some  special  arransement  should 
oe  made  on  this  account. 

Tne  Board  wisn  me  however  to  say  that  they  Att^ot 
in  any  way  estim-ate  the  value  of  your  services  to  the  University  by  tne 
srall  annual  sum  tnat  they  nave  set  aside  as  an  honorarium'.  They  receanis? 
very  fully  that  you  have  rendered  great  service  to  the  University  and  regrel 
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that  they  cannot  do  trore  to  exoress  tangibly  tneir  regard  for  what  you 
have  done,  but  they  inaugurated  this  as  a  policy  which,  would  involve  their 
in  difficulties  if  they  were  to  deoart  froir  it. 

I  air  sorry  that  I  an:  not  in  a  nosition  to  write  you  rrore 
favourably,  but  T  do  not  know  that  I  can  do  anything  rrore  in  the  rratter.
